Washington—The evolution of a 


new diplomatic policy with reference 
to the amount of support that the 
United States government shall give 
religious institutions In foreign coun- 
tries, whether Protestant or Catholic, 
can be said to be in process. 


For generations, the Protestant mis- 


sions In Turkey, China and elsewhere 
have been enjoying the moral support 
and at tunes the active backing of 
the department of state and the am- 
bassadors and ministers of the Amerl- 
en government. This has been most- 
ly exerted where American schools or 
colleges 
and 
religious 
institutions 


have needed physical protection, but 
the diplomatic influence 'has been 
piesent mo that a degree of-toleration 
Aas been possessed by American mis- 
sions which has not, always been 
granted "to those of other nationalities. 


NEW PRECEDENT SET 


\/rhft'.ftueation-now is whether a-prnc- 
ederit. of. tremendous importance''to 
the future has been laid down hi the 
policy adopted by the department of 
slate with reference to the Catholics 
in Mexico. There have been many 
advocates of a strictly -"hands-on?' 
policy "on the ground that the Ameri- 
can government should not Interest 
Itself in religious 
quarrels abroad. 


This advice has been heeded to the 
point of withholding any formal pro- 
test, but it IB not yet clear how far 
an Implied Interest or concern shall 
be Impressed upon the Meximan au- 
thorities as coming from the Ameri- 
can government. 


In Turkey the United States gov- 


ernment asked for definite assurances 
with respect to the continuance of the 
Protestant missions before the Lau- 
sanne treaty was signed. Indeed some 
of the strongest supporters oT that 
pact which has yet to be ratified by 
the senate, are the Protestant mis- 
sionaries. But it is pointed out that 
m Turkey, the American government 
limited itself to concern over Ameri- 
can citizens and their schools and 
missions. In Mexico the situation is 
somewhat different, because most of 
the priests who are affected by the 
new laws are Europeans. The Ameri- 
can government has found itself in 
an embarrassing situation however 
because under the implications of the 
Monroe Doctrine, representations are 
usually made to any government in 
this hemisphere on behalf of the na- 
tionals of European governments. 


MISSIONS MAT BE AFFECTED 
The very fact that the Washington 


authorities felt circumscribed in the

The theory behind the policy is that 


in the long run such a policy, while 
a reversal of the policy of the Demo- 
cratic administration of President 
Wilson and Bryan will lead to less 
entanglement abroad and that it is 
better for the American government 
to b« cautious and do nothing that 
might provoke new disputes or revive 
old controversies. 


It Is apparent that there Is no ques- 


tion of religious discrimination Involv- 
ed, for the present administration is 
certain to apply the same policy with 
respect to both Protestants and Catho- 
lics la fortln countries.

was the climax of a series of disor- 
ders prompted by the arrival

strikebreakers in armored cars Sun- 
day. 


Hooting and jeering, a ,crowd of 


1.000 
striking operatives and sympa- 


thizers gathered 'outside the-mill Sun- 
day night after"J«ie strikebreakers 
had been brought in -with beds and 
stoves and quartered in the mill. 


The appearance of the men'in the 


windows -resulted "in an avalanche of 
stones and the destruction of scores 
of panes of glass before state and lo- 
cal police restored order. 


The crowd reassembled 600 strong 


several hours later and soon -after

"ANOTHER DISASTER" 


The people of the United States could 


be amply supplied with coal if mines like 
the gaseous Clymer No- 1. which explod- 
ed Thursday and killed forty-four men, 
were never operated. The country could 
be fueled adequately if no soft coal mine 
were permitted to run without rock dust 
protection against coal dust blasts, mod- 
ern ventilation equipment 
and safety 


lights and explosives. But disasters like 
that at Clymer continue to be accepted as 
necessary accompaniments to the impor- 
tant task of keeping the nation's furnaces 
running. 
x 


The Clymer mine is reported to employ 


*'normally"' four hundred men. a total cut 
down to fifty of recent weeks. If the coal 
industry were reorganized on the basis of 
recommendations made by the Harding 
coal commission it would be possible to 
avoid the hand-to-mouth seasonal opera- 
tion of mines like this, spread the work 
to be done over the year, provide steady, 
employment and keep the workings in a 
Constant state of routine vigilance against 
dangerous conditions. Furthermore, it 
would be possible to restrict production 
to the safer, more efficient mines and close 
~the exceedingly gaseous shafts, the low 
quality or extra deep mines which are now 
dropping in and out of production as the 
shift of a few cents in coal price at the 
mine mouth justifies operation. 


Not even the horror of the recent sub- 


marine raising and "its grewsome picture 
of the death of brave men at their posts 
can equal the horror of slow death in a 
pocket of the earth, with flame or deadly 
gases creeping nearer. 
Every explosion 


like Clymer's is a demonstration of the 
callousness with which the American peo- 
ple, most ingenious of all nations in fight- 
ing the obstacles of nature and organiza- 
tion, have neglected the coal industry. "We 
do not need to take life in order to' have 
our fuel. 
The blood of coal mine vic- 


tims is upon the hands of legislatures 
•which have played the game of heartless 
operators and refused to require proper 
safeguards by statute. 


A DIVORCE AMENDMENT 


A debate in the Forum for September 


has to. do with the proposal for'a federal 
amendment to bring about uniform di- 
vorce laws respected in all states. The 
argument for such an amendment is quite 
obvious. 


The Constitution says that "full faith 


and credit shall be given in each state to 
'public acts, records, and judicial proceed- 
ings of every other state." But the su- 
preme court has overruled the Constitu- 
tion and declared that marriages and di- 
vorce laws must be regarded as an excep- 
tion. As a result the Forum writer points 
out that "deprivation of inheritance, big- 
amy, bastardy, may attach themselves to 
people in one state, innocent in the eyes 
of a neighbor state." 


For instance. Connecticut permits di- 


vorce without personal service on a hus- 
band. A New York woman establishes a 
Connecticut residence, obtains a divorce, 
returns to New York, marries again. Her 
second husband makes use of the New 
York law to have this marriage annulled 
and the child by it is held illegitimate. 
Any number of similar instances can be 
cited in which divorce, obtained legiti- 
mately in, one .state, is invalidated in an- 
other with confiscation of property, ruin 
of one party's good name, and branding 
of innocent children as the result. 


The United States supreme court could 


obviate the necessity for an amendment if 
it would reverse its old-fashioned decision 
against a plain constitutional mandate. 
Unless one state's divorce is valid in an- 
other, probabilities are that' whether we 
like it or not we shall have to correct the 
supreme court interpretation 
by an 


amendment permitting congress to usurp 
this state field and adppt^ a uniform- di= 
vorce—and.'.perhaps, marriage—^bill for 
all the country, superseding' the state 
codes.

The real culprit <n the 
majority of cases of autumnal "hay" fever is rag- 
\\-eed. Sneeze that one oft before you condemn the 
hayseed.

The specific treatment, either for the purpose of 


immunizing a subject before the opening of 
his 


regular season or relieving or shortening his at- 
tack after the sea«on is on. consists in the admin- 
istration of a rapidly ascendinar series of doses of 
an extract of the opllen by hypodermic injection. 
The specific pollen is determined by skin tests. 


Aside from t-peciflc treatment, and escaping to a 


resort where the pollen isn't some patients still 
obtain considerable relief by 
taking 
internally 


throughout the season or for a week or two before 
the opening of the celebration, one or two doses of 
calcium chloride daily. Ten grains may be con- 
sidered a moderate dose, and it is best taken either 
m a glassful of> water or chased down with a large 
drink of water, within the hour after food. Some- 
times this upsets the stomach and must be discon- 
tinued. 
. 
A few sufferers have reported enthusiastically on 


boric acid solution—as much boric acid as freshly 
boiled water will dissolve, used freely and several 
times daily as a mouthwash. throat gargle and 
nose spray—agreeably warmed for use in the nose. 
This they practice throughout the season. 


Very d'ilute solutions of adrenalin still hold a. high 


place "in the esteem confirmed sufferers. About a 
tca&poonful of the standard 1 to 1.000 solution may 
be mixed with four to eight ounces of normal salt 
solution (which is about a teaspoonful of table salt 
dissolved in a,pint of boiled water) and used three 
or four times a day as a nasal spray or as drops 
for the eyes. This affords only symptomatic relief.

Marion Crawford's death but it must 
have been about 1910 or thereabouts. 
Only about 15 years ago and yet he is 
almost completely forgotten^ I hadn't 
heard his name mentioned 
in years 


and as for reading one of his books, 
most people would think it as odd to 
read a month old newspaper. Craw- 
ford Is dead not only physically but he 
is dead as a writer as well—and it 
does not seem at all likely that there^ 
will ever be a literary revival for himf 


Aniy only 15 years ago he was one 


of the most celebrated novelists in the 
world. His readers were counted by 
the millions and if anyone had pre- 
dicted at that time that "wlth'ln 15 
years a young man interested in liter- 
ature could ask "Who In the worl-1 !s 
F. tyarion Crawford?1' he would have 
fcetn pronounced crazy. 


WAS VERY POPULAR 


It is true, he was not regarded as a 


great writerveven during his lifetime 
but it was assumed 
that his very 


great .popularity would carry his name 
aolng for a generation or two, 'and 
there were critics who felt that he 
had not received justice at the hands 
of contemporary critics and that he 
was genuinely important as well as 
popular. One of- them, writing in 1911. 
aaid: "Whatever position Is ultimate- 
ly assigned to him, one thing is cer- 
tain: that the general tendency of 
academic criticism will be to do him 
ampler justice and concede to him a 
higher mood of praise than he 
hitherto received." 


This prophecy was exactly 1001 per 


cent wrong. Not only does the pres- 
ent generation of critics, academic or 
Otherwise, not give him arhlgher mood 
of praise, but it doesn't take the trou- 
ble to think of him at all. The critics 
of today don't take the 
trouble to 


abuse Crawford: he wasn't important 
enough for that. And no amount of 
abuse could be more damning than 
that. He might almost as well never 
have existed. Tet only 15 years ago 
he was often compared with writers 
who genuinely count for'all time and 
millions thought of him as a great 
force In American literature. 


F. Marion Crawford's fundamental 


idea about fiction was that its sole 
function i sto amuse. He even wrote 
an essay called "The Novel: What It 
Is" to make clear this idea. He had 
no conception of the novel as an In- 
terpretation and a criticism of the 
life of his time. He did a workman- 
like job of creating amusement for 
his readers and his very great popu- 
larity seems to have given him the 
illusion that his theory 
about the 


novel was entirely sound, that amuse- 
ment, instead 
of being only one of 


the functions of the novel, is the be- 
all and the end-all of fiction. 


PUBLIC BELIEVED HIM 


And 
there is perhaps 
something 


like poetic justice in the fact that the 
public took him at -his word. The 
people of his generation were content 
to be amused and they read him by 
the millions. But stvles In amuse- 
ment change as rapidly as styles in 
hats. 
If you will look through your 


old photographs you can't help split- 
ting with 
laughter 
at yourself In 


those frightfully funny clothes of a 
dozen years ago, but they seemed en- 
tirely right at the time. And the nov- 
el of amusement only that was very 
thrilling a dozen years ago will no't 
hold a reader for ten minutes now. 
So It Is inevitable 
that 
Crawford 


should be forgotten. 


But let a writer be the Interpreter 


of his time and he remains interest- 
Ing. Frank Xorrls died in 
no Intelligent youth of today 
ask without shame "Who is Frank' 
Xorrls?" His books 
amused, as all 


novels must, but 
they 
also had a 


sense of the irony and pity of the lifr 
of the day.

sis, and with goitre.

Miss Klein is at present outlining 


her program for the coming school 
year. 


"The major portion of county health 


nursing work is now aimed at pre- 
vention of disease and the dissemina- 
tion of knowledge relative to hygienic 
living rather than in active nursing 
as some have supposed," Miss Klein 
•aid. 


A tentative program of visits to va- 


rious sections of the county Is out- 
lined each year by the nurse but is 
elastic enough to permit routine to be 
abandoned at an instant's notice in 
the event of an emergency request for 
her presence in any section of the 
county.

STATE TRIES TO 


RAISE MUSKIES 


Experiment With Fingerlings 


to Make Game Fighters 
More Plentiful 


Madison—(/P)—Experiments in raU- 


mjr muskallunge for restocking Wis- 
consin waters with the king of game 
fish are being conducted by the state 
conservation commission. 


Wisconsin is virtually the sole home 


of the tiger "muskie". Elmer S. Hall, 
state conservation commissioner saW. 
and an effort is being made to raise 
the fish to flngerling size in order to 
make them more plentiful. 


The experiments were 
started a 


year ago at the hatchery near Minoc- 
qua in a pond fed by water from 
Madeline Lake. Most of the 350.000 
flsh hatched last year were replanted 
in the lakes. Tests are now being 
made In five ponds to show whether 
the fish can be raised profitably to a 
more mature size. • 


The. "Muskie" has a cannibal na- 


ture. Mr. Hall eaid. 
Care is being 


taken to keep together only fish of 
nearly the same size to prevent them 
from eating each other. 
The fish, 


which were hatched in March, now 
average about six inches in length. 


The flsh are found only in waters 


emptying into the Mississippi river. 
Mr. Hall said, and do not thrive when, 
transplanted to other waters- A few 
states 
outside of Wisconsin 
have 


muskallunge. notably N'ew York and 
Ohio, but the tiger muskallunge of 
Wisconsin is reported to be larger, 
growing to a weight of sixty pounds 
or more.
